were  the  never  to  be  forgotten  words  uttered  by  Teddy  Ghick  as  he  introduced 
the  class  of  June  '47's  bid  for  ininiortality.  After  eight  terms  of  gruelling  work 
the  day  had  come,  the  suppressed  had  arisen.  Senior  Day  was  here. 

Five  shortened  periods  had  gone  by.  The  improvised  discipline  squad 
was  herding  straggling  freshmen  into  the  auditorium.  Mr.  Abrams,  accom- 
panied by  Dr.  Safir  had  majestically  entered.    All  was  in  readiness.

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By  Theodore  Gluck 

A  well-known  contemporary  playwright,  George  Bernard  Shaw,  stated  that 
people  are  crazy  if  they  go  to  doctors.  According  to  him,  doctors  are  causing 
the  ruin  of  society.  After  listening  to  Shaw,  however,  we  still  have  not  heeded 
his  words.  People,  therefore,  continue  to  die,  while  Shaw,  who  practices  his 
preaching,  goes  on  living.  I  am  certain  that  this  notorious  nonagenarian  will 
continue  to  live  by  virtue  of  his  complete  severance  of  relations  with  doctors 
long  after  we  have  gone  to  meet  our  Maker. 

The  human  race,  in  an  attempt  to  produce  a  more  wholesome  world,  has 
instituted  a  form  of  government  called,  "democracy"  in  which  elections  play  a 
huge  role.  These  elections,  however,  usually  hinge  upon  whether  the  candidate 
has""  illegitimate  children  or  whether  he  wants  letters  burnt.

Person- 
ally, I  believe  that  the  ant  has  the  best  qualities.  It  is  industrious  and  anti- 
democratic, as  witnessed  by  the  fact  that  there  is  a  queen  ant.  Each  family 
would  be  required  to  breed  a  family  of  ants.  When  these  ants  have  advanced 
far  enough  in  mentality  and  strength,  wholesale  human  suicide  would  take 
place.    At  any  rate,  the  ants  can't  mess  this  world  up  more  than  we  have!!!..

The  tactics  of  the  faculty  are  comparable  to 
that  of  the  Gestapo.  They  turn  students  against  students  by  forming  a  group 
of  quislings  known  as  the  "discipline  squad."  The  administration  has  exiled 
our  brothers  to  tlie  study  hall  to  serve  long  terms  under  Warden  Zeides.  Now 
is  the  time  for  revolt;  what  say  you  students?" 

A  cry  rose  from  the  angered  crowd,  "Justice,  let  us  revolt!" 

And  so  pens  were  turned  into  spears  and  compasses  into  swords.  With 
headquarters  in  the  Elchanite  office  the  revolt  began.
